Throughout my 
trainings and public meetings, students, parents and teachers have expressed the 
need to have available accurate and comprehensive curriculum content that reflects 
the Mexican American/Chicano experience. 

Indeed, such an inclusion can have a direct impact on the motivation and academic 
success of Latino students as they see reflected and better understand the 
numerous contributions by Mexican American/Chicanos in shaping our great state. 
Such awareness fosters a sense of hope and connection to our society as active 
participants and contributors. 

More to the point, I have facilitated public forums and focus groups with thousands of 
Latino students and educators and have been deeply impressed with their call for 
more and greater inclusion of Mexican American/Chicano History in the state 
frameworks. The venues have included public schools, juvenile correctional facilities 
and universities. 

In closing, I urge the History/Social Science Framework Committee to incorporate the 
revisions and amendments that are being brought forth.
